UNO students from both sides of 
the political spectrum joined volunteers 
nationwide to help get out the vote and rally 
support for their candidates during Tuesday’s 
unusually contentious midterm elections.

In one election day success story, students 
from the UNO College Republicans pooled 
their efforts to help Republican Jean Stothert 
against Democrat Steve Lathrop in the race 
for the State Legislature’s 12th district. Stothert 


narrowly defeated Lathrop for the Millard 
seat in the Unicameral 5,004 votes to 4,990, a 
margin of only 14 votes. 

“That was a comeback from behind, , 
said Ryan Maher, treasurer of the College 


Republicans. “She literally won by 14 votes.” 


Maher said the organization “spent a lot 
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of time” campaigning for incumbent Rep. Lee 
Terry, who defeated 
Democrat Jim Esch

The director of graduate programs at 
Kaplan, Susan Kaplan, said Educational 
Testing Service, the company that 
oversees the GRE, is making the changes 
to address security concerns and to shift 
the focus more towards real-life scenarios. 
Each section will also experience content 
changes. 

Previous GRE exams had used 
adaptive questions, meaning that the 
question difficulty depended on how 
well the student did throughout the test. 
Kaplan said this allowed questions to be 


reused, but it also allowed them to be 


posted on the Internet. 

“Each student taking the new exams 
will receive the same questions in the 
same order, except they'll be all new 
questions,” said Kaplan.

“I think it’s just an overwhelming 
frustration,” he said. “We've been going 
down the wrong path for quite some time.” 

According to the New Voters Project's 
Web site, newvotersproject.org, turnout 
among voters age 18 to 24 increased by as 
much as six times the national average in 36 
precincts targeted by the organization. 

This matches the result projected by a 
Harvard University Institute of Politics poll, 
which predicted record-high turnout for a 
midterm election amoung young voters.
